When the *Tyne" arrived In tha 
Thames, detectives boarded the vessel 
and made enquiries for Archie Sloss, 
wlio was believed to be on board a 
ship bound for London. 

"Yes," said tlie skipper. In anawar 
to their enquiries; "come down Into 
the cabin and read an enti-y In ths 
loff." 

"Dead, deadJ" exclaimed the detec- 
tives. "He won't trouble us any more. 
Thank Heaven for that! Archie Sloss 
dead and at the botom of the Indian 
Ocean! That settles that precious gen- 
tleman]" 

In the course of a few days the 
Times newspaper published an ac- 
count of the death of the famous Aus- 
tralian convict and bushranger. It 
was a most Intoxicating pleasure to 
Archie to read the acount of his own 
jeath In the newspaper. 

Archie was faithful to the trust that

CHAI'TER XVI. 

Tlie Law snd the CtimlnaL 

The Prison-law .RVatem of punish- 
ment In Engllsli convict establish- 
ments is purely inlimldatory and non- 
rejormatlve. All the evidence that 
can be brought to bear upon this sub- 
ject only confirms this assertion. 

One of the features of prison pun- 
ishment is annihilation of the moral 
senyc and reason of the law-breaker. 
No blame whatever must be attached 
to the prison warder for such an in- 
human system, for if he Is caught 
.speaking a kind word to a poor, brok- 
en-hearted prisoner, he is liable to 
Instant di.'imlssal, for such a humane 
act constitutes a breach of prison dis- 
cipline. 

If a warder, wlien ui£ duty, is seen 
by an Inspector or a prison ofliclal 
.Hpeaking to a discharged priHoner on 
the iitreets he is liahie to the same 
penalty — Instant dismissall 

Oft duty, the prison warder )s gen- 
erally found to be an English gentle- 
man in character, a large-hearted 
man In prlv.ate life, the perfect anti- 
podes of the man when on duty. Many 
prison warders are known to be true 
ClirlBtians, and are waiting for the 
first opportunity to return to civil lite, 
because Christianity and prison dis- 
cipline are dogmatically opposed to 
each other. 

"I was in prison, and ye visited Me."

What does these words suggest te 

That some effort should be put forth 
for the reformation and the salvation 
of the criminal. A little human kliid- 
, ness goes a long way, even with a 
convict. Thl.>) truth was beautifully 
Illustrated in Arclile Sloss when he 
first came In touch with the Salvation 
Army, 

Oh, the power of human kindness! 
A little kindness, wisely administer- 
ed, would save many a man from re- 
turning to prison. It was so in the 
case of Archie Sloss, and hundreds 
more who come to the Army. He is 
an enemy of society who thinks and 
speaks lightly of sin and crime. We 
must have law and Justice. These 
two moral factors constitute the foun- 
dation of social and public Beourily, 
and H Is human and Divine iUHtlco 
that the law-brcnker should be pun-

ished; but this punishment should be 
so constituted as to bring the offender 
to his senses, and not to deorlve him 
of his senses.

The result of the enforced Silent 
Svstem is a recognized army of crim» 
Inals whose minds and 'moral discern- 
ment have been sapped away. 

The Silent System Is also largely re- 
sponsible for the manufacture of cri- 
minal lunatics. He is no friend of the 
State ^^lio approves of a system ot 
punishment that tends directly to 
such a result. 

Surely, a few minutes* conversation 
at the end of each day. and in the 
hearing ol warders, couid not possibly 
make a convict into a worse man. 
Any student of prison reform will ad- 
mit that an opposite effect would be 
produced. 

"The mills of the Government crind 
slowly," to use a figure of speech eon- 
led from a popular aphorism, and cer- 
tainly the Government has, up to the 
present, overlooked the duty and the 
necessity of trying to reform the crim- 
inal. 

The methods tried upon Archie Sloss 
for forty years were punitive only. 

Kc T,-a3 neither a hero nor ,1 martyr; 
but there are circumstances In his 
life which explain why he was a con- 
vict for forty years. His parentage 
and birth were not conducive to the 
develonment ot a moral character. 
He was taken hold of at an early age 
hy crlmlnaLs, who sowed In his silas- 
tic mind 

The Fatal Seed 

that produced the convict. 

It seemed as if nature and early Im- 
oressions and circumstances had con- 
spired in one foul plot to drag the 
victim down to hell. Archie never 
had a good, kind friend to take an 
interest in him. And yet there were 
times in his bitter experience when he 
craved for a friend and a few kind 
words. A little klndnes would have 
saved him from many dark years in 
prison cells. 

He was now back again In London 
luid back at his old trade. He had 
several years of crime before him vet, 
for at this period, unfortunately, there 
was no Salvation Army Social 
Scheme. Until It began, there was 
nothing so Interesting to Archie as 
crime. 

Simultaneous with Archie's reap- 
pearance in London, several mysteri- 
ous burglaries took place. One morn- 
ing four thousand type plates were 
missing from a publishers in Fetter 
Lane. Another morning it was dis- 
covered that a jewellei's* had been 
ransacked. One day a line of cabs 
were drawn up in front of a bank In 
the city. The "fares" were paying-in 
money, exchanging or paylng-ln large 
sums. 

Archie had long had his eyes on a 
cashier ot a large city firm, who went 
to this bank at a regular hour every 
Friday morning- to draw a thousand 
pounds to pay the weekly wages 
of some six thousand eemployees. Tlie 
same "cabby" was employed every 
week, and Archie had noticed that 
the cashier of the firm always made 
three Jdurneys from the hank to the 
cah with money. 

The first time he appeared with n 
bag containing about twenty pounds 
In copper. 

The second time it was silver, which 
was safely deposited In the cab. An- 
other dive Into the bank to bring nut 



the gold, and then the signal. "Hist, 
home!" Archie could see no difficulty 
in personating this cashier In dress, 
features, voice and general appear- 
ance, wait for him at the bank, and 
on his third appearance at the coun- 
ter, rush out and walk up to the cab.

against the Kingdom of Christ. So- 
ciety has sinned against itself in ig- 
noring the law that a man's home is 
a bond for his good behavior." 
This is the strong language of one

It is unnecessary to .lay the Com- 
mander was enthnsiastie; he Is always 
so when n chance of helping the uoor 
snrlngs Into view.

The trip dis- 
closed to the Commander's vision 
wliot he described ns o. very ilne tract 
of country, covering a large part of 
Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona 
which, for climate, soli and wo-tei 
seemed to combine remarkable facili- 
ties for colonization, awaiting troais- 
formatlon Into 

A Poor Man's Paradlso> 

Otie of the advantages Ib that the 
land IB already In-lgated, Capital, In 



search of an outlet, has preceded col- 
onization, establtshing extensive wat- 
erworks, \chleh can be regulated to 
suit the need. 

Baalness Principles. 

The Comniander Is firm in the idea 
that colonization, to bo successful, has 
to be carried out on business prinel- 
plcs, tht; .•same as manufactures, 
railroad system^ etc,, etc. Firstly, 

there must be organization, and sec- 
ondly capital. The grand cqmbinatlon 
of labor and capital is what the Com- 
mander aims at. To use his own 
words: "Money must say to labor, 
'Come ye, wltliout money and without 
Price; we'll Invest onr cat)1tal, you 
your labor, and we'll give you a 
chance U> live.' '" 

"And hon-, sir, do you propose to 
raise the money ?" 

" Well, I don't rely much upon sub- 
scriptions. Whatever v.'c receive liv 
means of donatlims we propose to in- 
vest In the land as additional security. 
But my impression Is that when Capi- 
tal learns it can earn at least five per 
cent, besides populating vast tracts 
of land which are at presnt nnoccu- 
l)[ed, and which will afford an excellent 
Investment as soon as populated. It 
Is highly probable that money will 
commence to flow of Its owm ^'olition 
In this direction. Indeed, I believe it 
will be grateful for the new outlet thus 
aiToi'ded it." 

" Quoting New Mexico by way of 
Illustration, I suppose if it were uonu- 
lated a great deal of capital would 
be rcQuired ';" 

"Decidedly so! Imagine your put- 
ting Into that Territory ten-fold its 
present populatloi^. you will at once 
build up a nuinlier of cities and In- 
duKtrleg which will call tor e. larce 
and safe Investment of capital." 

"Why. one Is almost Inclined to the 
belief, Comiiinnder, that the Indirect 
advantages to Capital would .almost 
make up for the money expended in 
colonization." 

" Just so ! For instance, there are 
tracts ot land under Irrigation whieh 
the jireseht system will take at least 
tw-enty or thirty years to occupy, 
whilst on ou!- system every acre could 
be occupied in five years. On the ex- 
isting system tlie value would not be 
more than J20 or »30 an acre, including 
vn-ter rights ; on the new system the 
value will treble and quadruple, and 
the land .and water companies will get 
an iimnedlate and liberal return for 
their Investment, quite Indenendently 
of wnaL will be put Into the purely 
colonization portion of the scheme." 

Indnstrles as Well as AeTlonltare. 

■Then, I hear you Intend to com- 
bine Industries with agriculture ?" 

" Most decidedly ! One of the great 
features of onr Colony will be the 
creameries, the canneries, and the 
apiaries (bee-hives), blanket weaving 
and other forms of Industry, many 
of which will give employment during 
the winter, and all of which will helu 
the .small farmer to eke out a. com- 
fortable existence for himself and 
faaiily." 

" Do you intend, may I ask, to work 
It on the co-operative nrincitile ?" 

" No, not as It is ordinarily under- 
stood. I should like everybody to own 
his jdece of land, bis own eottaKO, his 
own poultry and his own pigs; but at 
the same time, we shall use co-opera- 
tion where it can usefully be liitroduo- 
ed. For Instance.we should have men U 
go round and collect the eggs, the 
milk, the garden produce, etc., where 
the farmer so wishes it, thus econo- 
mizing his time and labor, and sell- 
ing for him In the best markets, while 
we buy for him In tlie cheapest. If a 
farmer wants to buy a white-horn or 
Jersey cow, we can buy It for hltn at 
wholesale rates, while he would have 
hiul to do It at retail. Similarly with 
the sending of his goods to distant 
points. We can send them to the best 
markets and secure wholesale rates 
at freight. In all these things, it 
Bcems to me, co-operation will gl\'e to 
the worklngmnn tlie advantages of the 
eapltnllHt, At present the poor man 
freouently has to huy In the dearest 
markets and sell In the cheanost." 

Under Salvation Armr Manasement. 

"I suppose. Commander, you will 
need to orgiinlce a special department 
for carrying all this Into elTcct?" 

"Of eoiirse, I am unable at present 
to speak iiosltively. not havlnff sub- 



mitted the details of my plans to the 
(Jeneral, but i should Imagine that it 
would work out very much the same 
way as in the Darkest Engand 
scheme: that is. It would be a u:s- 
tlnet brnn'^h of the Salvation Armv, 
under a spceiai set of olTicers, who 
would grow with the department and 
know how to manage it. My in'oposal 
Is that wo should form a National 
Salvation Army Colonization Depart- 
ment for the United States. I am un- 
a'jle, however ,at present, to give you 
any details of the plan." 

State and City Co-Operatloa. 

"Do vou not think, air, that this pro- 
posal, dealing as it does with the 
burning quesllon of what to do with 
the city Door, ought to receive the co- 
operation of our State and city Gov- 
ernments'^" 

"That Is certainly my opinion, but It 
may take some time before buhile 
oiiinlon will reach :;uch a stage that 
sueli recognition will be given. Ulll- 
inatclv, I think, we shall be able to 
enme to the poor-house authorities 
and say. Here you have locked up in 
those seinl-penal Institutions a nuni- 
ijcr of Bcople, from ™ to 40 per cent, 
of whom are willing and able to work: 
let ns skim the cream and we will 
give these people tree ten-acre homes, 
(m two conditions only — (a) that you 
pay for their transportation, and (b) 
that vou cive us for three months the 
sum ot SI per week per family (not 
per individual), to cover the interest, 
etc., on the money invested in fixing 
up their homes.' By the end of three 
months, we reckon they would be able 
to pay this modest amount them- 
selves," 

"Think of what this would mean to 
the poor-liousesi" the Commander 
proceeded, witli extra enthusiasm. "In 
.selecting our first batch, we would s.ay 
to those who were left behind: 'We 
shall come back again, ,and if the sup- 
erintendent i.s able to gl^'e you a cliar- 
actor for honesty, sobriety and willing- 
ness to work, we v 111 fix .vou np in 
similar homes.' I reckon by the time 
we eame back again tlieie would be 
comparatively few who would not 
have gained such a character with the 
Inducement placed before them." 

"The only ucrsons who would have 
reason to grumble, then, would be the 
oiliclals, who would be minus a posi- 
tion 'i" 

■Oh, they would he all right; we 
would fix them up as well, and If their 
ambition rose any higher we should 
be able to find an outlet for their tal- 
ent in the direction of the many in- 
stitutions In which we would be glad 
to .avail ourselves of their services."

The alKht of ihffi'e degraded 
victims of sin eonvloied the young Sal- 
vationist afresh tliat something he oupht 
to do more aggressive, as was his wont 
In the Old Liind. Hut the devil put him 
off with the excuse ihat he was but a 
convert himself, and so he tried to 
compromise by atteuding eotlago iind 
praver meetings, at wlilch lu- got little 
siilritual ea.se. being disturbed by a sllU 
small \olee . which whlspcreil. "Why 
don't vou go Into the open airv " 

Into one of these meetings there came 
one day a stranger, who stood uji to 
give his testimony.

The crucial point of that light came, 
lleralded by a row. The open-air meet- 
ing was exceptionally boisterous, owing 
to the amies of a notorious drunkard, 
who made sport of Jack and Joe for 
ihe crowd's henellt.
